All day long the rescuets tolled at

through it. Up to that hour only five 
bodies had been recovered, and hope 
was still high that many miners within 
were safe. 

The hopes of the living were doomed, 
however, for when once the rescuers 
had entered and they 
walked along one continuous tomb of 
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death. There was not a sign of iife. 
Every man had perished, they be- 
lieved. although it will be early in 
the mortfing before all the rooms can 
be entered. Eight bodies were first 
recovered, and these were sent to Coal 
Creek. Twenty-six were soon found. 
They were not disfigured beyond iden- 
tification, and each corpse, as it was 
borne from the mouth of the great 
tomb, was surrounded by eager crowds 
of relatives of the men who had been 
stricken down. The mine was not on 
fre except in remote portions, and 
all the bodies will perhaps be reached 
befere daylight.

Those 
on the Estafette lost sight of the Po- 
tomac in the gloom, but subsequently 
she and the Indefatigable were seen 
together a considerable distance out to 
sea, apparentiy waiting to make an- 
other attempt to land.

FORT DE FRANCE (Island of Mar-

TWO MEN PEER INTO VOLCANO.

NEW YORK, May {[9.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch.] The World's correspondent 
at “Dominica, B. W. 1, cabled today 
as follows: 

Mayor Ferdinand Clerc, a man who 
witnessed the destruction of St. Pierre 
from Morne Rouge and who narrowly 
escaped from the doomed city with 
his familyoonly an hour before it wag 
destroyed, succeeded Saturday ‘in 
reaching the mouth of the crater on 
Mont Pelee. Engineer De Chancel ac. 
companied him with scientific instru- 
ments. 

They returned safely from their per- 
ious trip and M. Clere said the crater 
is on the windward side of the island 
nearest St. Pierre. It is crescent-shaped 
and measures 1170 feet, or about a 
quarter of a mile tn circumference. 
The lake at the mouth of the crater 
has disappeared. They saw no lava. 
but small fissures were emitting va- 
por 1500 feet below the crater. Upon 
reaching the top the two men were 
thrown from their horses by an elec. 
trical shock, but persisted in their 
investigations of the crater.

KINGSTON (St. Vincent) May 17.— 
[Delayed in Transmission.) The con- 
tinued heat thrown out by the lava 
prevents any one approaching the vol- 
canic mountain. From the sea the 
estates of Wallibu and Richmond pre- 
sent a scene of desolation. They are 
bereft of vegetation, and all the build- 
ings on them have been destroyed. No 
living being is seen, and no sound of 
any kind is heard. Small jets of steam 
issue at intervals from various spots 
on the plantations as a wgrning to 
visitors, and the few courageous per- 
sons who have approached the locality 
have found the earth to be too hot to 
venture upon. 

The voleano was apparently quiet 
Thursday until 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon. At that hour a distinct dis- 
charge of steam occurred, and a bulky 
white cloud issued from the extreme 
right of the mountain, verifying the 
belief that a new crater has been 
formed on the windward side. 

It is presumed that La Soufriere wil 
in the future remain active. The sur- 
rounding country will then be uninhab- 
itable. The earth in the locality is 
covered with volcanic duat several feet 
in depth. The loss as a result of the 
volcanic eruption Includes not only the 
present crop of the island, but cult!- 
vation will be impeded for some years 
to come. 

Serious fears are entertained that 
another eruption will occur at the foot 
of the volcano where steam is continu- 
ally issuing from smal! fissures. The 
locality is cracked all over.

Lopez and Suarez were again 
confronted today with a result similar 
to that of yesterday, when Lopes de- 
clared that Suarez gave him the dyna- 
mite cartridges found in his posses- 
sion, and told him to throw them as 
the royal coach passed through the 
Carrera and San Geronimo.

Attempted Assassination 
of Austria's Aged 
Emperer.

Mitchell's attention wae called to the 
fact that the city of Philadeiphia had 
contracted for a supply of bituminous 
eoal to take the place of the anthracite 
which had been cut off by the railroad 
companies furnishing it.

& question as to whether the mine 
workers would attempt to prevent the 
shipment of soft coal to places where 
hard coal is used, he said: 

“Considering the proposition in a 

general way, I will say that We do not 
desire to make any city a victim, or 
have any person suffer because of our 
quarrel with the coal companies.” 
He was pressed for a more explicit 
statement, but refused to go in it any 
deeper, except to say that it was a 
matter which would have to be settled 
by the three executive boards of the 
anthracite fields. 

They will meet here on Wednesday. 
Judging by the action of the union 
Guring the last. strike, when efforis 
were made to stop the shipment of 
soft coal into anthracite territory, it is 
not unlikely that the miners may take 
similar action within the next 
days.

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS POSSIBLY 
sNEFFECTUAL. 

Some Straws Indicating That the 
Boers Regard Themselves as Still in 


the Ring and Able to Demand Fair 
Conditions as Terms of Surrender.

LONDON, May 19—fExclusive Dis- 
patch.) Despite the hope that the war 
in South Africa will soon cease, all 
probabilities at present point to the 
continuation of fighting. Reports of 
tendency in the direction of peace, 
such as cessation of horse and mule 
purchases in United States, are held 
to display only the British government's 
desire to show the world that it is in 
a pacific mood. 

Mailed South African dispatches 
which have reached London a that 
the Boer leaders, when en route to the 
first Klergsdorp conference, were in a 
cheerful mood. One dispatch says that 
when Dewet left Pretoria, British of- 
ficers gave him two saddles, two suits 
of clothing, and three dozen bottles of 
whisky. The English officer who ac- 
companied the peace delegation taught 
them to play bridge whist in which 
Dewet and others displayed interest. 
The dispatch says the Boer officers 
were wandering to and fro under flags 
of truce either trying to get the men to 
submit, or planning a winter cam- 
paign. 

No doubt the Boer leaders 
themselves as stili in the anaes 
fit to meet their antagonist unless fair 
conditions of future citizenship are 
safe-guarded in writing. 

It is reported from Vienna that the 
Boer physician, Albrecht, has been 
told by Dr. Leyds, European repre- 
sentative of the Transvaal, to hold 
himeeif in readiness to start for South 
Africa.

site is located, provided the same can 
be acquired at not to exceed $100,000. 
That upon the present site, when so 
enlarged, the Secretary is authorized 
and Girected to cause to be erected a 
suitable and commodious fire-proof 
buliding for the use of the United 
States courts, postoffic: and other gov- 
ernment offices in said city, at a total 
cost of not to exceed $750,000. 

“That the unexpended balance of the 
S@ppropriation, $100,000, contained in 

section 3, of the act of Congress ap- 
proved March 3, 1899, entitled ‘An act 
to increase the limit of the cost for 
the erection of a public building at 
Stockton, and making provision for 
the acquisition of additional land, or 
@ new Site therefor, and to provide for 
an. addition to the public building at 
Los Angeles, and appropriating money 
therefor,” together with the unex- 
pended balance of the appropriation 
for the Courthouse and postoffice at 
Los Angeles, Cal., for the completion 
of an addition to the present building 
under the present limit, $150,000, are 
hereby covered into the treasury as 
miscellaneous items.

“Resolved, that we discourage and 
discredit any further interference with 
the functions of said board by indi- 
vidual members of this Council, or by 
this Council as a body. Be it further 

“Resolved, that at any time said 
board finds said ordinance insufficient 
in their opinion, to fully administer 
the best interests of tie 
city that they be, and are hereby, re- 
quested to confer with and edvise this 
Council on the subject in order that 
they may be given the widest possibie 
latitude under the charter, to the end 
that they may as fully as possible have 
the complete control of said plant. 

“Resolved, that the City Clerk be 
directed to mail a copy of these reso- 
lutions to the members of the Board 
of Water Commissioners.” 

Powers again called Blanchard to 
the chair and took the floor in his own 
defense. He said he the reso- 
lution as a personal thrust, meant to 
offset the message which he had sent 
to the Council. 

POWERS ON HIS FEEXT. 

“As far as I am aware, the Water 
Commission has been given full au- 
thority in its sphere,” declared Pow- 
ers, “but that surely does not prevent 
this y from maikng suggestions 
whereby the expense may be lessened. 
I do not believe that the board wished 
to take up the proposition contained 
in the message. If they did, it could 
have been presented to them as a sug- 
gestion from this body. 

“On this floor J. C. Drake, one of the 
Water Commissioners, stated that there 
were pensioners that had been car- 
ried orce by the water company, 
but that this deadwood could be cut 
off when the city assumed control. 
My plan was to cut off the needless 
officers and save their salaries as well 
as the rental of an unnecessary bulld- 
ing. It would save the city 000 a 
year, and if that isn't interesting 
enough for the Council to take up, 
then, in heaven's name, what are we 
here for. The history of eastern cities 
shows that the plan is feasible. If 
you wish, vote it down, but for heav- 
en's sake take some action, and not 
pass it off on someone who does not 
wish to take the responsibility.” 

Pierce said that the arguments 
should have been presented to the 
Water Commission in the capacity of 
a private citizen. He said he did not 
now and had not entertained any opin- 
lon on the subject. 

“The communication would never 
have been sent to the commissioners 
had you not attempted to force the 
rental of thé bank building in the face 
of an agreement to let the mater rest 
until Councilman Allen's return. Do 
you regard your actions in that mat- 
ter as in deference to the Water Com- 
missioners, and in accordance with 
your belief that everything relating 
to the department should be transacted 
by them?’ demanded Powers. 

Pierce’s resolution seemed likely to 
prove a roorback. He defended him- 
self by saying that the board had 
asked the Council to provide quarters. 

Bowen declared the management of 
the plant should be placed absolutely 
in the hands of the commission. He 
said he could not say why the board 
was not consulted with reference to 
the rental of the bank building. 

Powers declared that the whole 
question was precipitated by the at- 
tempt to force the rental of the bank 
bullding.

It is es- 
timated by the sup rintendent that 
the construction of a storage rese; - 
voir on this land would save enougr 
‘f the water that his been going to 
waste in the winter to give a flow of 
3,375,000 gallons of water a day for 
200 days.

“This tract has been owned by the 
city for many years, and was origin- 
ally purchased for a reservoir site, to 
be used in connection with the irri- 
gation system.

By the 
addition of adjoining land farther 
lown the cafion the site can be made 
to hold 86,000,000 cubic feet when fled 
from the present grade of the main- 
supply ditch. It is the intention, how- 
ever, to build a new conduit for the 
domestic water supply on the gite of 
this ditch, and in so doing the grade 
of the new work can be so flattened 
as to reach this reservoir site at an 


clevation at least five feet higher than 
the present, thereby adding about 
25,000,000 cubic feet to its capacity, 
or making in all, allowing for six 
months’ evaporation, the very consid 
erable total of 100,000,000 cubic feet. 
This would give a flow of 3,375,000 
gallons per day for 200 days, an item 
which you can readily see would be 
& valuabie addition to the resources 
of the city.

PROMINENT MEN OF CAPITAL ARE 
MADE DEFENDANTS. 

Arizona Miners Sue a South Bisbee 


Concern to Cancel Millions of Stock 
Alleged to Have Been Fraudulently 


Issued—Big Costs Asked For. 


Stockholders in ‘the South Bisbee 
Copper Mining and Townsite Improve- 
ment Company will be interested in a 
shit filed yesterday in the Superior 
Court by Maurice Denn and Martin 
O'Hare, both of Arizona, who charge 
the directors and promoters of the 
company with fraud and misrepre- 
sentation. 

The suit is begun in behalf of all the 
stockholders. 

The defendants are, besides the cor- 
poration, W. F. Botsford, C. M. Chad- 
bourne, M. O. Chadbourne, Augusta B. 
Fairchild, John A, Fairchild, E. W. 
Gilmore, Clara M. Gilmore, C. B. Jones, 
H. W. Lewis, Peter Weidner and 
Susan L. Weidner. The company was 
organized in November, 1897, by one 
John P. Martin, T. EK, Rowan, and de- 
fendants Gilmore, Jones, Weidner, 
Fairchild and Lewis, who wished to 
acquire mining properties in the War- 
ren mining district of Cochise county, 
Ariz. The capital stock of the com- 
pany is $5,000,000, divided into $1 
shares. 

Martin had obtain certain options 
to purchase mines and mining claims 
from plaintiffs, securing thereby privi- 
leges on a dozen or more properties 
and locating for himself on five other 
claims. Piaintiffs now contend that 
in all these matters Martin simply 
acted in behalf of the corporation, and 
in pursuance of an agreement among 
the promoters, and that neither the op- 
tions nor the locations were ever his 
own property. 

But on January 28, 1898, says the 
complaint, he assigned everything to 
the com y, whereupon the directors 
issued him in consideration therefor 
all of the capital stock of the corpora- 
tion. Then, it is alleged, there was 
an immediate division of all his stock 
among the promoters, as follows: 
Martin, 2,000,000 shares; Gilmore, Row- 
an, Weidner, Lewis and Jones, each 
416,666 shares; Fairchild, 416,670 shares, 
the balance, 500,000 shares, to be placed 
in the treasury. 

This division, it is alleged, was ef- 
fected by Martin surrendering the cer- 
tificates for 5,000,000 shares, whereupon 
an issue was made in accordance with 
the above figures—"all done,” says the 
complaint, “in pursuance of an agree- 
mént made between the parties for the 
purpose of wrongfully and unlawfully 
and with intent to cheat, wrong and 
defraud said corporation and the bona 
fide stockholders thereof and acquir- 
‘Ing without consideration large por- 
tions of the stock of said corporation.” 

Plaintiff asserts that, in order to in- 
duce them to give an option on their 
properties, it was fraudulently repre- 
sented to them that all the stock of the 
corporation not issued for property or 
sold for cash or issued in the develop- 
ment of the company’s property was 
in the treasury ready to be sold to ac- 
quire means to develop said property, 
and that Martin and the promoters 
should receive no stock until the same 
became dividend paying. 

Much stock, it is alleged, has been 
sold under these representations. 

The stock is not yet paying dividends, 

The promoters, says the complaint 
have returned to the, treasury from 
time to time, enough stock to be sold 
or to be issued in payment of mines 
and claims. 

Denn now owns 149,255 shares and 
O'Hare, 48,750 shares, and it is alleged 
that all the stock sold for cash or is- 
sued for mines does not exceed 2,129,- 
579 shares. The balance, says Denn and 
O'Hare, has ceased to be the property 
of the company and ts held in trust by 
the promoters and their assigns, 

It is to cancel this balance-—claimed to 
be owned by the defendants other than 
the company—that yesterday's suit 
was begun. 

Of the stock issued to Martin Botford 
has become the transferee of 1,195,015 
shares and claims to own the same, 
says the complaint; Rowan’'s issue is 
now held by C. M. Chadbourne, 265,102 
shares, and M. ©. Chadbourne, 
shares: Fairchild’s stock: is held by 
Aueusta B. Fairchild, 255.959 shares: 
Cilmore’s stock by Clara M. Gilmore. 
256,469 shares; Weidner's stock by Susan 
L. Weidner, 25.572 shares. Further 
claims are made by Gilmore to &7,- 
666 Jones, 267,190; Lewis, 25€,- 
468 shares: Wetdner, 255,969 shares and 
Fairchild, 10 shares.

When Wlison s over to get 
the shoes, Morales grabbed a protruding 
pistol from Wilson's overcoat pocket, 
and making his escape discharged the 
weapon.

WARRIOR ACCIDENT. 
CAPT. BANNING INVESTIGATES. 

Capt. William Banning, superintend- 
ent of the Wilmington @Wransportation 
Company, went to San Pedro yester- 
day morning to investigate the acci- 
Gent that befell the Warrior Sunday, 
when 8. Fred Knight lost his life. The 
steamship superintendent said that 
Capt. Driscoll of the Warrior. could 
not be criticised for the manner in 
which he went to the reseue of the 
men who went over the rail, nor could 
he be blamed in any way for the acci- 
dent, which seemed to be due entirely 
to the elements and beyond human 
prevention. 

“The vessel was not overloaded,” 
sald Capt. Banning. “and there were 
plenty of life preservers. The vessel is 
licensed to carry 175 passengers, and 
her passenger list numbered 163 on 
Sunday. Two hundred life preservers 
were available.” 

The Warrior is 104 feet long, 24-foot 
beam, and draws about 12% feet of 
water. It is comparatively new, and 
according to the report of government 
inspectors, said Capt. Banning, was 
thoroughiy seaworthy last July or 
August. Similar boats have operated 
in the Catalina service for many years, 
and it is said the life of Knight is the 
only one that has been lost through 
accident in the history of the line.

Giadys Rice in Jail, Charged 
With Assault to Murder 
William Lynch. 


Gladys Rice, who occuples one of 
the cribs in the red-light district, made 
a deliberate attempt last night to mur- 
der William Lynch, barkeeper at the 
Southern saloon, adjoining the United 
States Hotel on North Main street. 

Entering the saloon with her pistol 
concealed beneath a newspaper, she 
fired three shots at him at close range, 
none of which took effect. In seif-de- 
fense Lynch threw several botties at 
her, but failed to hit her. 

When the bottle-throwing began, the 
woman retreated into the street, and 
there, as she was seized by Detective 
Smith, fired another shot through the 
door. All of her shots went wild, and 
she was locked up and charged with 
assault with intent to commit murder. 
Lynch says that he will prosecute her, 
and if he does, the woman will prob- 
ably be sent to the penitentiary, into 


her and placed her under arrest. 

On the way to the Police Station she 
stated te the officer that she had 
made up her mind to kill Lynch be- 
cause she belleved that he had been 
instrumental in having “Kid Wheat- 
ley sent out of town. She said that 
she had been looking for him for some 
time, but last night had found the first 
opportunity of carrying out her inten- 
tion. By the time she reached the 
Police Station she had changed her 
story, and there stated that she had 
acted in self-defense, and had fired 
only when Lynch had thrown a bottle 
at her. 

Lynch was interviewed at the South- 
ern saloon, an4 stated that the woman 
had entered the place and demanded 
$5h¢ from him. hen he refused to 
give her the money, she began shoot- 
ing at him. After the second = shot

BY BREAKING WHEEL. 


WAS SCORCHING AND WENT OVER 
HANDLE BARS. 


Ben Shauber, Hurrying to His Work 
Near San Diego, Meets Insant Death— 
Rev. Mr. Restarick Hasn’t Much 
Time.
